Before  the  execution  of  this  blow, 
the  directory  had  taken  care  to  have 
all  the  bridges,  the  fquare  of  the  re- 
volutian.  the  avenues  leading  to  the 
Thuille-ies  aiid  the  mod  conuderable 
pods  of  the  city  occupied  by  ftrong 
detachments  of  troops,  with  c;mnon. 

In-the  mean  while  general  Artge- 
rean  repaired  to  the  barracks  where 
the  grenadiers  of  the  legillanvc  b.>dy 
wVre  quartered,  and  having  aflemblcd 
them,  alked  ihem  if  they  would  follow 
him.  to  which  they  anfwered  wit  hone 
voice  yks  They  then  demanded  to 
fee  their  ci-devnnr  commander  Ramel, 
and  degraded  him  by  pulling  olf  his 
epauleis,  and  then  marched  to  offer 
their  fervice  to  the  Directory.

A  gentleman  who  arrived  laft  evert- 
ing in  the  ilage  from  New  York, 
communicates  tnc  following  intelli- 
gence.

Col.  Hall  or  Hill,  of  Newark  who 
was  a  patlenger  in  the  fnip  came  in 
the  ltage  with  him,  and  communicat- 
ed the  following  important  particu- 
lars. 

n  great  movement  had  taken  place 
in  Paris.  The  Roya'ilt  party  had 
been  wholly  overthrown.  Carnot  and 
two  of  his  l'ecretaries  were  ad^ihnated. 
Bai  thelemi  was  condemnded  to  be  ha- 
bauiihed  to  Cayenne.  He  had  petiti- 
oned that  Switzerland  might  be  the 
place  of  his  banilhment.  Sixiy  five 
members  of  the  council  of  f  ive  Hun- 
dred,  Fichegru  among  the  number, 
had  been  put  into  a  ltate  of  arrelta- 
tion. 

Lord  Malmlbury's  baggage  had  ar- 
rived in  England  and  lie  was  hourly 
expected.  He  was  returning  with- 
in having  obtained  peace. 
We  cannot  but  lament,  that  the  o. 
peration  of  the  new  French  conllitu- 
tion  mould  be  dilturbed  by  any  irre- 
gularities, but  if  the  Royalilts,  who 
were  undermining  it,  conid  not  be 
got  rid  of  without  an  extra  conllituti- 
cnal  exertion,  it  was  the  letler  evil  , 
for  *'  The  fafety  of  the  people  :s  the 
firlt  law." 

It  ig  poffible,  however,  that  the  ar- 
rcdation  of  the  members  of  the  coun- 
cil of  Five  Hundred  and  the  banilh- 
ment of  Bai  thelemi  may  have  taken 
place  without  the  violation  of  a  con 
ttitution.  Who  are  the  murderers  ot 
Carnot  we  are  unable  to  inform. 

November  8. 
No  certain  account  is  received  of  the 
fate  of  Carnot.  Some  reports  itaied 
him  to  have  been  killed, others  to  have 
elcaped  the  orderot  ai  relt.  We  con 
jetfture  that  he  was  i\. tiered  to  cfcape 
by  thole  who  gave  the  order. 

On  the  loth  of  September  the  de- 
puties condemned  to  tranfportarion 
left  Paris  at  4.  o'clock  in  the  morning 
in  covered  waggons  under  a  very 
ft  rung  guard.  1  hey  were  to  be  em- 
barked at  Rochfort.

The  documents  which  rrUte  to  the 
recent  political  movements  in  Paris 
are  fo  bulky,  that  it  reqnirs  much 
reading  and  examination  before  ir  is 
pollibie  ro  make  up  a  complete  opinion 
upon  all  its  parts. 

VVe  have  lor  fometime  back  obferv- 
ed  with  regret,  that  there  was  in  Pa- 
ris, and  in  the  public  councils  of 
France,  particularly  in  the  council  of 
Five  Hundred,  a  royalill  party  which 
appeared  everyday  to  encrealc  in  au- 
dacity, if  not  in  numbers.  This  fac- 
tion we  have  but  lit? le  doubt  was  con- 
aiecled  with  the  foreign  enemies  of 
the  Republic  ;  indeed  it  may  nut  be 
too  much  to  fay,  that  a  party  among 
us,  if  they  were  not  their  abet  tors, 
"were  at  lead  privy  to  their  plans  and 
calculated  their  mea  fares  upon  the 
fuccefs  of  them.
